San José, CA — Nacido 
en Santo Domingo, capital de la 
República Dominicana, creció en 
Nueva York y es uno de trece hijos 
y desde hace un tiempo radica en 
esta ciudad, Paul Luna, es un chef 
de alta cocina que ha recorrido el 
mundo, gracias a su talento culina- 
rio.

San Jose, CA — Opera San 
Jose launches its 26th Anniversary 
Season with Manon, the finest work 
of the preeminent French composer 
of the late 19th century, Jules Mass- 
enet. Eight performances are sched- 
uled from September 12 through 27 
at the California Theatre, 345 South 
First Street in downtown San Jose. 
L’histoire du chevalier des Grieux et 
de Manon Lescaut by Abbé Prévost 
inspired a large number of operas; 
the two most famous are Manon 
Lescaut by Puccini and Manon by 
Massenet.

Later, and 
almost as easily, another Parisian 
aristocrat convinces her to live more 
grandly with him.

Familiares de víctimas se oponen a liberación de reos 


La liberación de presos para aliviar la carga 
económica del estado pone a la comunidad en peligro, 
según dijo Marc Klaas, padre de la niña Polly Klaas, 
cuyo rapto y asesinato en 1993 captó la atención del 
mundo. Una versión de la reforma, que fue aprobada 
en el Senado, contempla no sólo reducir el presu 
puesto de las prisiones en 1,200 millones de dólares, 
sino también poner en libertad a unos 27,000 reos 
y revisar las penas a ciertos delitos.

Los casos de manejo bajo la 
influencia del alcohol (DUI, en 
inglés) entre mujeres del sur de 
California han aumentado cerca de 
30% en los últimos 10 años, seña- 
laron abogados especializados de las 
ciudades de San Diego, Los Angeles 
y Orange. “Cada abogado (de casos) 
DUI en nuestra firma en San Diego 
ha observado un aumento perma 
nente del porcentaje de clientes 
mujeres acusadas de conducir ebrias 
en años recientes”. aseguró en un 
comunicado el abogado Lawrence 
Taylor, que preside una firma que 
atiende casos en los condado de San 
Diego. Los Angeles y Orange 

Taylor manifestó que la misma 
observación han hecho abogados de 
Los Angeles y de Orange. Lo que 
concuerda con datos presentados 
por la Oficina Federal de Investiga 
ciones (FBI) que indican que entre

1998 y 2007 se observó un incre- 
mento de cerca del 29% en casos 
de mujeres detenidas por conducir 
ebrias. Según señaló el abogado, la 
incidencia de accidentes de mujeres 
latinas en el sur de California ha 
aumentado en la misma proporción 
que las estadísticas generales. 

La Administración Nacional de 
Seguridad de Tráfico en Autopistas 
(NHTSA. en inglés) encontró que el 
número de mujeres que conducían 
bajo la influencia del alcohol en 


accidentes que causaron muertes, 


aumentó o fue el mismo en 15 esta- 
dos en comparación con 13 en los 
casos de hombres. En contraste, el 
número de casos de DUI en general 
disminuyó 9% en todo el país en el 
mismo período. Según el informe de 
la agencia. cerca de 2.000 muertes al 
año son causadas por mujeres arres 
tadas por conducir ebrias. EFE 
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Tras el asesinato de sus dos her- 
manos mayores Edward Kennedy se 
convirtió en el heredero de uno de 
los legados políticos más influyentes 
en EE.UU. y en el patriarca de su fa- 
milia. El Senador Kennedy falleció 
el 26 de agosto en Massachusetts a 
los 77 años, víctima de un cáncer 
cerebral. La familia Kennedy es una 
de las más representativas de la aris- 
tocracia civil americana. Edward 
Kennedy, último superviviente de 
una saga de hermanos que dominó la 
política en los años 60, ha sido uno 
de los que más tiempo ha ejercido 
su cargo. Senador desde 1962, ha 
dejado su huella en cientos de leyes 
relacionadas con el sistema de salud, 
los derechos civiles, la educación y 
los servicios sociales. 

El propio Presidente estadouni- 
dense, Barack Obama, aseguró que 
con la muerte de Edward Kennedy

completo. Su familia, a través de un 
comunicado dicho: “Hemos perdido 
el pilar central e irreemplazable y la 
luz alegre de nuestra familia, pero la 
inspiración de su fe, su optimismo 
y perseverancia vivirá en nuestros 
corazones para siempre”. La familia 
también agradece el apoyo mostrado 
por los estadounidenses durante 


los meses en los que Edward luchó 
contra la enfermedad, así como a 
todos los que “han estado con él 
durante tantos años en la incansable 
marcha por la justicia, ecuanimidad 
y oportunidad para todos”. 

Pese a lo delicado de su en- 
fermedad, Edward Kennedy tuvo 
una sorpresiva aparición en la 


Convención Demócrata de Denver, 
hace justo un año, en la que fue pro- 
clamado candidato Barack Obama. 
En aquella ocasión, Kennedy pro- 
metió estar presente cuando Obama 
tomara posesión de su puesto en la 
Casa Blanca. Así lo hizo, partici- 
pando en los actos de investidura. 
Más tarde acudió a la sede de la 
Presidencia en abril, cuando Barack 
Obama firmó una ley que llevaba 
el nombre del Senador. Antes de su 
muerte presidía el comité de Salud, 
Educación, Trabajo y Pensiones 
en la Cámara Alta estadounidense, 
donde trabajó para sacar adelante 
una ley, el año pasado, que aumen- 
taba el salario mínimo. 

La Alianza Nacional de Comu- 
nidades Latinoamericanas y Caribe- 
ñas lamentó la muerte del senador 
demócrata Edward “Ted” Kennedy, 
“uno de los más ardientes defen- 
sores de leyes migratorias humanas 


y sensibles”. Oscar Chacón, director 
ejecutivo de la alianza, dijo en una 
declaración escrita divulgada en 
Chicago que el senador era además 
un “defensor incondicional” de los 
derechos de toda la gente y dedicó 
su carrera política a la búsqueda de 
la “igualdad y justicia social” en los 
Estados Unidos. 

Por su parte, la presidenta de la 
alianza, Ángela Sambrano, dijo que 
como descendiente de una familia 
de inmigrantes irlandeses, Kennedy 
“nunca olvidó sus raíces y luchó 
para que la antorcha de la estatua de 
la Libertad continuara brillando para 
las nuevas generaciones de inmi- 
grantes”.

Venezuela’s Hugo 
Chavez said that U.S. Presi- 
dent Barack Obama lacks 
the “power to stop the im- 
perial machine,” which, he 
said, acts autonomously and 
is responsible for acts like 
the June 28 coup in Hon- 
duras. “They could have 
the pope as president - it’s 
the empire, the doctrine, 
the imperial machinery that 
moves itself, it doesn't obey 
the president,” the leftist 
head of state said at an event 
in Caracas. “Unfortunately 
Obama doesn't have the 
power to stop the impe- 
rial machine. The imperial 
machinery will continue to 
advance... some day it will 
fall” Chavez said. 

He gave as an example 
of that thesis the coup that 
ousted elected President 
Mel Zelaya in Honduras, 
now governed by a de facto 
regime not recognized by 
any country. “I’m sure (that 
Obama) doesn't agree” with 
the ousting of Zelaya, “but 
the Gringo military didn't 
consult him,” Chavez said. 

According to the Vene- 
zuelan president, Obama 
“only won the election” in 
the United States “because 
of an economic crisis, a ter- 
rible crisis in the (capitalist) 
system.” Chavez said that 
the coup against Zelaya was 
directed by the U.S. military 
at the “Yankee base” in 
Palmerola, not far from the 
Honduran capital. EFE 
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Guatemala anuncia plan contra crisis alimentaria 


El Gobierno guatemalteco 
anunció un plan de unos 40 millones 
de dólares para paliar la crisis ali- 
mentaria que afecta a comunidades 
de siete departamentos del oriente de 
Guatemala, en donde se han regis- 
trado al menos 17 muertes por des- 
nutrición. El titular de la Secretaría 
de Seguridad Alimentaria (Sesan), 
Juan Aguilar, informó en declara- 
ciones que publicó la prensa local 
que se invertirán unos 140 millones 
de quetzales (unos 16.9 millones de 
dólares) en la compra de semilla e 
insumos y la entrega de bolsas con 
víveres a las familias afectadas por 
la crisis. Otros 196 millones de quet- 
zales (23.72 millones de dólares) 
serán ejecutados por el programa 
“Mi Familia Progresa” para aumen- 
tar los beneficiados con las ayudas 
que entrega el Gobierno a cambio 
de que las familias pobres envíen 
a sus hijos a los centros de salud y 
establecimientos escolares. 

Según la Sesan, existen 38 co- 
munidades, ubicadas en el denomi- 
nado “corredor seco”, en riesgo de 
sufrir casos de desnutrición crónica. 
Mientras 54,564 familias también 
están amenazadas por la pérdida 
de sus cosechas debido a la sequía 
y las autoridades ambientes alertan 
que si la falta de lluvia se prolonga 
el número podría aumentar. El 
Programa Mundial de Alimentos 
(PMA) ya ha donado al Gobierno 
unas 100 toneladas de harina de 
maíz y soja, 70 de fríjol y 30 de maíz 
para las familias que han perdido

Las autoridades mexicanas analizan incorporar la lectura del iris 
del ojo para verificar la validez de la próxima cédula de identidad que el 
Gobierno de México prevé lanzar entre este año y 2012, informó el Ins- 
tituto Federal de Acceso a la Información Ptiblica(IFAI). La novedosa 
iniciativa sería además inédita en el mundo, explicó la fuente. “Hemos 
revisado internacionalmente y no hay ninguna cédula de identidad en 
el mundo, que tenga la fotografía del iris”, dijo la consejera presidenta 
del IFAI, Jacqueline Peschard, en declaraciones a la emisora MVS. 

La nueva cédula biométrica, un documento que hasta ahora no 
existe en México, fue anunciada por el Presidente Felipe Calderón el 
pasado 28 de julio como un arma para prevenir el delito y mejorar la 
seguridad nacional. La gran ventaja de incluir la nueva prestación en 
la futura cédula mexicana es que el iris no cambia entre la infancia y la 
vida adulta, como sí ocurre con las huellas dactilares. Representantes 
del IFAI se reunieron con la Secretaría (ministerio) de Gobernación 
para analizar juntos la iniciativa y pidieron “que se tomen todas las 
medidas necesarias para garantizar la seguridad de la base de datos, y 
la protección de esos mismos datos”, dijo Peschard. 

Para ello, el organismo pidió que se lleve a cabo un estudio cono- 
cido como “manifestación de impacto a la privacidad” (MIP) para 
decidir los datos que debe incorporar el nuevo documento. Actualmente 
en México, un país con cerca de 107 millones de habitantes, no existe 
una cédula de identidad como tal. La identificación que más se utiliza 
es la credencial para votar expedida por el Instituto Federal Electoral 
(IFE), que el ciudadano pide de forma voluntaria y únicamente a partir 
de los 18 años, la mayoría de edad en el país, con el objetivo de poder 
sufragar. EFE 


La UNAM lanza la 
primera biblioteca digital 


La Universidad Nacional Autónoma de México (UNAM) lanzó la 
primera biblioteca digital de la medicina tradicional mexicana, un com- 
pendio de 1,100 términos y 1,125 monografías con el que los internautas 
podrán conocer los alcances de esta disciplina.

La obra, ya podrá consultarse en la página web 
www.medicinatradicionalmexicana.unam.mx, fue concebida a partir de los 
quince volúmenes impresos de la Biblioteca de la Medicina Tradicional 
Mexicana. En la versión digital de esta biblioteca, los interesados podrán 
acceder, entre otras cosas, a información acerca de recursos humanos, causas 
de demanda de atención (con los nombres populares de las “enfermedades 
de la medicina tradicional”) y procedimientos y métodos diagnósticos y 
terapéuticos. 

Además, hay recursos materiales y simbólicos, con un gran capítulo 
de plantas medicinales, conceptos médico-tradicionales y explicaciones 
detalladas acerca del cuerpo humano y las partes que lo constituyen. La 
enciclopedia estará dividida en cuatro partes vinculadas entre sí. Estas partes 
son: el Diccionario Enciclopédico de la Medicina Tradicional Mexicana 
(con 1,100 términos), el Atlas de las Plantas de la Medicina Tradicional 
Mexicana (1,045 monografías) y los libros Medicina Tradicional de los 
Pueblos Indígenas de México (47 monografías) y Flora Medicinal Indígena 
de México (33 monografías). El programa permite un total de 54,000 cruces 
de información entre estas cuatro partes, cada una de las cuales manejará 
un código de cuatro colores para hacer de las búsquedas algo más didáctico 
y ameno.

Juanes wants to perform on border 


Colombian singer Juanes said 
that, after the concert he is planning 
to give in Cuba on Sept. 20, his idea 
is to perform in 2010 on the border 
between the United States and 
Mexico.

Vacationers in Costa Rica may 
wonder who Juan Santamaria is, or 
was. His name shows up on statues, 
billboards, walls, storefronts and in 
songs. Even the main international 
airport is named after him. Any 
“tico” (as Costa Ricans call them- 
selves) will tell you Santamaria is 
the country's most popular hero. 
And you'll find the local folks re- 
ally appreciate it if you take a little 
time to bone up on who he was, and 
what he did. 

Whether you're planning a trip 
there or not, it's worth knowing the 
Santamaria story — and how he was 
drawn into a saga that helped shape 
the history of Central America. 
First, let's set the stage: It's the mid- 
1800s, and a gold rush in northern 
California is making headlines 
around the world. Wannabe miners 
from the east are traveling to the 
west by sailing down to Nicaragua, 
then crossing most of the country 
on waterways and the last stretch 
by stagecoach. From there, they 
catch ships heading up the coast to 
San Francisco. 

Here's where the plot thickens. 
The Nicaraguan transit system is 
owned by Wall Street tycoon Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt, and it’s making 
big bucks. What's more, Vanderbilt 
hopes to create an even bigger cash 
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cow by building a canal across the 
country from coast to coast. But 
all this is threatened by a civil war 
raging there. 

The plot gets even thicker as 
soldier-of-fortune William Walker 
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enters the stage. In 1855, he invades 
Nicaragua with a mercenary army 
- financed by Vanderbilt — and 
seizes control of the country, ending 
the civil war. But Walker double- 
crosses Vanderbilt by handing the 
transit system over to the mogul's 
rivals. In retaliation, Vanderbilt 
prompts neighboring Costa Rica to 
declare war on Walker, then backs 
an incursion into Nicaragua by the 
Costa Rican militia. In the spring of 
1856, they take on Walker’s forces 
at Rivas, a key city on the Nicara- 
guan transit route. 

The Costa Ricans win, but 
their victory is short-lived. After 
an outbreak of cholera decimates 
their ranks, the Costa Ricans return 
home. A few months later, Walker 
wins a rigged election and becomes 
president of Nicaragua. He runs 
the country for about a year until 
a coalition of Central American 
forces (backed by Vanderbilt) forces 
his surrender and return to the U.S. 
Walker’s last hurrah was in 1860, 
when he tried to stir things up in 
Honduras and wound up facing a 
firing squad. 

Historians generally consider 
Walker’s defeat at Rivas as the turn- 
ing point in his career. It showed 
he wasn’t invincible as some had 
feared at the time. The battle also 
showcased the courage of a 24-year- 
old drummer boy in the Costa Rican 
militia.<>
